Also, the duties and responsibilities of the ftidget end 
Fiscal Officer of BPIC over the pact year or bo have Increased materially 
both In volume and scope,, and the programs approved for this high priority 
affort suggest the continuation of this trend. Oar review of thl* position 
indicates that it might he graded at a GS-lh level hut we are not as aura at 
this tins of this level as we sure with respect to the Ccwaunicatiems and 
Logistic# poaitiona. If it la your determination that this position should 
he gr ad ed GS-lfc we would have no objection. However, it might be well to 
grate the position for the moment at 05-13 with a clear understanding that 
a subsequent review will be a tede to detseisine whether it is, in fact, a 
OB-lfc.

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a. Diversity of Office of Logistics Operations 


The ramifications of operations within Logistics 
are completely varied as identified by the compon- 
ents of the Office. The operations of the 
Transportation Division, Supply Division, Printing 
Services Division, Procurement Division, Real 
Estate and Construction Division, and other 
components are completely different, and result 
in many problems both with respect to budget 
formulation and execution and with respect to 
financial controls and procedures. The entire 
responsibility for budget preparation for Logis- 
tics rests with the subject position whereas for 
similar positions in DD/P area divisions the field

b. Supervisory Responsibility of Incumbent 

Because of the enormous volume of procurement 
and supply transactions requiring recordation 
for fund control purposes strong supervision of 
subordinates is required in order to assure 
accuracy in the maintenance of records and pre- 
paration of reports.
